SANDWICH mayor Joe Trussler 
has raised the alarm over poachers 
removing valuable fish stocks from 
the Ropewalk stretch of the Stour. 


The river contains large stocks of carp, 
roach, tench and rudd, while a massive pike 
has also been seen swimming there. 

But in recent weeks people have been spot- 
ted dragging the fish out of the water and they 
are believed to be taking them away to eat. 

The identities of the poachers have not been 
discovered — but in other parts of the country 
eastern Europeans have been identified as the 
culprits in similar incidents. 

Carp is a delicacy in countries such as 
Poland, Romania, Bulgaria and Slovakia and

NEW jobs are coming to 
the area as AEI Compounds 
Ltd is to move its operations 
from its current base in 
Gravesend to Sandwich in a 


£2.5 million investment. 

The company manufactures and 
sells plastic compounds, used in elec- 
tric cables and water pipes, and has 
customers across the world. 

An exact number of new positions 
to be made available is not yet 
known, but the firm says it intends 
to step up its operations. 

The relocation was made possible 
by a Grant for Business Investment, 
which is funded by the South East 
England Development Agency. 

AEI will also be installing a new 
production line for its environmen- 
tally friendly and low-toxicity cables, 
which will allow the business to grow 
its market share, particularly in the 
Middle and Far East, where infra- 
structure and construction projects 
are demanding high-specification 
technical products. 

Mark Shaw, managing director, 
said: “This investment in our busi- 
ness is essential if it is to remain a 
leading player in the global wire and 
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cable market, where competition 
from low-cost manufacturing 
economies continues to increase. 

“Despite challenging market condi- 
tions the business has continued to 
thrive in the last financial year. 

“Much of the success has been 
attributable to a culture of develop- 
ing innovative new products, 
matched to customer demand and 
backed up with extensive technical 
support. This customer-focussed 
strategy will remain the key driver 
for AEI Compounds as it moves into 
its next phase of development.” 

The new facility in Sandwich will 
allow the business to develop its cur- 
rent activities and will house the 
research and technical centre. 

The company currently employs 57 
personnel and is confident that a 
majority of the employees will trans- 
fer to the new location. 

Recruitment for new staff in the 
local area is also set to get underway. 

The new production line will com- 
mence later this month with existing 
machinery being moved between 
now and the end of January 2010. 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of 
business promotion group Locate in 
Kent, said: “It’s great news that AEI 
Compounds is reinvesting in Kent, 
especially at a time when the manu- 
facturing sector is suffering across 
the country.”

“These poachers are taking the 
fish away and so depleting our 
stocks. They are spoiling people’s 
enjoyment of a local attraction. 

“T would also like to make them 
aware that people are looking out 
for them.

Here come the planning 
quangocrats, says Tory 


TORY candidate Laura Sandys has 
launched an attack on new planning 
legislation introduced by the Govern- 
ment calling its members “unac- 
countable quangocrats”. 

She said the Infrastructure Plan- 
ning Commission, which came into 
force on Thursday, October 1, will dis- 
tance local residents even further 
from the planning process. 

Among the items which could be 
referred to the new body are plans to 
expand Kent International Airport 
and local harbours and alterations to 
the transport infrastructure. 

The group is to take control of 
determining planning applications 
on large projects and will base its 
decisions on National Policy State- 
ments issued by ministers with no 
substantive vote in Parliament, said 
Ms Sandys, who is contesting the 
Thanet South constituency. 

She said: “We already have plan- 
ning applications for smaller develop- 
ments often referred to Bristol, who 
determine what is built in Thanet 
and Sandwich, and now we are hav- 
ing the powers to determine very 
large projects taken out of our hands. 

“Trust in politics is at an all-time 
low, and Gordon Brown’s response is 
to put democracy on the scrapheap. 
Thanet and Sandwich residents and 


their elected representatives are 
being disenfranchised on a massive 
scale by the most unaccountable 
quangocrats ever created. 

“The new quango will cost £10 mil- 
lion a year, and its chairman will be 
paid £184,000 a year for a four-day 
week. The commissioners will be 
appointed on a minimum fixed term 
of five years and cannot be removed 
short of criminal misconduct.” 

Regime 

Conservatives are also warning 
that the new planning regime — 
which will rule on applications from 
spring next year — will lead to a flood 
of legal challenges in the High Court 
and the European Court of Justice. 

Planning minister John Healey 
said the new system replaced eight 
former systems, saving up to £300 
million a year. 

He said: “We need to improve our 
transport and water and waste infra- 
structure in a way which takes into 
account the needs of communities. 

“The new system will be faster, cut- 
ting decision times from up to seven 
years down to under a year. 

“The interests of the public will 
come first and there will be better 
opportunities for opinions to be 
heard at more stages in the process.”

to press culture minister 


GEORGE Cross For Dover cam- 
paigners are stepping up their push 
for a war memorial within the ruins 
of St James’s Church by calling for a 


meeting with the culture minister. 

Alan Taylor, of Kings Ropewalk, Aycliffe, said 
he had been forced to take the action after 
English Heritage turned down the group’s plans 
for a freestanding memorial for the 219 Dover 
civilians who died as a result of enemy action 
during the world wars. 

He has also called for an investigation into the 
management of Dover's historical sites, saying 
English Heritage prioritises the castle. 

“All they care about is the castle and making 
money,” he claimed. 

“They need to spend more on other historic 
parts of Dover but don’t seem to think this is 
important. 

“Tm taking this to the top now and calling for 
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an appointment with culture minister Margaret 
Hodge to explain how badly our heritage in 
Dover is being managed.” 

Mr Taylor told Yourdover he was disgusted at 
English Heritage spending so much money on a 
helicopter to film the castle illumination of the 
Great Tower in August. 

He said: “Thousands were spent on that 
launch, some of which could have been used to 
fix the walls in the St James’s Church ruins,” 
he said. 

But an English Heritage official defended the 
extravagant launch at the castle and stressed 
that the organisation wanted to do what was 
best for the district. 

She said: “English Heritage is supporting the 
town of Dover. Investing in Dover Castle bene- 
fits the town. 

“The castle attracts more than 300,000 people 


every year and draws visitors to Dover. Our 
£2.5 million Great Tower experience, which 
opened in August, is already boosting visits and 
over the next few years we expect the number of 
people visiting both the castle and town to soar. 

“In the past few years, we have also grant- 
aided two churches in the district, St Clement’s 
in Sandwich and St Mary’s in Walmer, and are 
supporting improvements to the promenade. 

“Tn addition, we contributed £200,000 towards 
a historic environment regeneration scheme for 
Dover between 2003 and 2006 and are con- 
tributing the majority funding towards the pro- 
duction of a conservation plan for the Western 
Heights. 

“We are also happy to consider any appli- 
cations for grants for the repair of historic build- 
ings in Dover.” 

But Mr Taylor said he would continue his 
fight and would not be backing down until a war 
memorial was erected at the St James’s Church 
ruins.

ARNHEM HEROES RETURN 


Two Chelsea Pensioners returned to the scene of a pivotal Second World War battle to honour 
their fallen comrades. The trip was organised by Sandgate Veterans Appreciation Association 
and SeaFrance provided free Channel crossings and refreshments. 

The group travelled to Arnhem in The Netherlands - which became known as A Bridge Too Far 
after an Allied airborne assault was halted by German forces in the autumn of 1944. 

More than 17,500 British, Canadian, Polish and American soldiers took part in the fighting, with 
many casualties. Chelsea Pensioners Vic Massingham, of the King’s Own Scottish Borders, and 
former glider pilot Eric O'Donnell were joined by retired Coldstream Guards Colour Sergeant 


Dennis Hannon to lay wreaths. 


Mr Hannon said: “It was a wonderful trip, made even more special by having both Vic and Eric 
with us. We visited the war graves at Oosterbeek military cemetery. 

“We laid a wreath at the grave of my uncle, who was shot as he dropped by parachute - he 
was dead by the time he hit the ground. One of the biggest surprises of the trip was when we 
discovered that the graves Eric and Vic wanted to visit were side by side.” 


Tougher stance 


deters the yobs 


THE tragic deaths of Fiona 
Pilkington and her disabled daug- 
ter may have been prevented had 
a “robust” approach to antisocial 
behaviour been taken, according 
to the Chief Constable of Kent 


Police. 

An inquest heard last month how the moth- 
er took her own life and that of Francecca 
Hardwick by setting fire to her car in a lay-by 
in Leicestershire after years of abuse from 
yobs in her neighbourhood. 

Reports in national newspapers have ques- 
tioned whether a tougher stance, such as that 
taken by Kent Police with their Dover neigh- 
bourhood task team, would have prevented 
the tragedy. 

The county’s force introduced the teams into 
east Kent in 2007 and after proving a success 
they were rolled out across each district. 

The Dover team in particular has been 
praised for its work on the Buckland estate, 
which has led to a substantial reduction in 
antisocial behaviour. 

The task team is made up of five officers and 
one sergeant and provides a quick response to 
any trouble. It also acts as back-up for other 
neighbourhood policing teams. 

Across Kent, antisocial behaviour has 
dropped by 7.1 per cent and public confidence 
in the police was at 91 per cent in areas where 
the teams were active. 

Chief Constable Michael Fuller said he 
hoped the deaths of Mrs Pilkington and her 
daughter would have been avoided in Kent. 

“I think we have a robust response to tack- 
ling antisocial behaviour. We have teams of 
officers that deal with that all day — that is 
their specialist task,” he said. “I hope we would 
not have an incident like that.” 
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In Dover, the neighbourhood task team has 
proved such a success that in the first two 
weeks of September there was a 39 per cent 
drop in the number of reported cases of anti- 
social behaviour. 

Chief Inspector Ken Elmes, Dover district 
commander, said: “This is all about partner- 
ship working to ensure people have a good 
quality of life. 

“Years ago, the police force was a one-stop- 
shop. But now it’s joined with other agencies 
every aspect of problems can be addressed. 

“Through the community safety partner- 
ship, which includes the council, the fire serv- 
ice and other organisations, we have to ensure 
that Dover remains a safe place to work, live 
and visit. 

“The community is one of the most impor- 
tant partners we work with as they are the 
ones who see the problems. Working closely 
with them and providing PCSOs and officers 
for them to communicate with is vital.” 

Guy Thompson, community safety unit 
supervisor in Dover, said the neighbourhood 
task teams had proved a great success, partic- 
ularly on the Buckland estate. 

He said: “Work in Buckland has been going 
on for years. It is a strong community. 

“Through the help of residents we have been 
able to clamp down on troublemakers and 
tackle antisocial behaviour. The work is on- 
going, though. 

“Even if problems are sorted out, the task 
team will go straight back into an area if it 
starts again. It’s all about sustaining a safe 
place for people to live.” 

Funding for the teams is through budget 
savings and a rise in the police’s share of 
council tax.

Q”” or what brought you to Dover? 


We chose to open a new funeral service in 

Dover because we believed there was both 
room and need for another independent funer- 
al service in the district.

Q’ you always worked in the funeral business? 


Yes, I have always worked in the funeral

After a year of letters and perseverance 
I was taken on by a large group of funeral 
directors on a YTS-type placement, aged 19. 

I was then employed as a trainee funeral 
director and then as a branch funeral director 
in Folkestone for six years. In 2001 I left to 
work at a family-run funeral service in Deal 
and Sandwich before we opened in Dover in 
March 2007. 


Q"" was it that attracted you to the joh? 


I have always been interested in history 
and it’s a very old occupation, of course, 


with an important and essential role in socie- 
ty, which appealed to me. 

I imagined it would be a very interesting, 
secure and rewarding career choice, which it 
is. To bury the dead is said to be one of the 
corporal works of mercy and when a family 
entrust the body of one they love to us this 
could be considered a sacred duty and in many 
ways a privilege. 


Qv= did you decide to start up on your own? 


I guess from the very start it was always an 

eventual goal, but money and location were 
the two biggest issues. It was only about a year 
before we opened that a friend of our family 
offered to help financially and therefore made 
the dream possible. The rest, however, has 
involved a lot of hard work and determination. 


How has it been starting out in the current climate? 


To be honest, the recession has had little 
effect on the funeral trade. There are some 
1,200 deaths a year just in the Dover district — 
and nothing really alters this. 
My challenge has been getting a foot in the 
door against well-established opposition. 
Getting recognition and awareness that I 
have set up on my own has and will continue 
to take time and effort, but the fact that we 
have had a 200 per cent increase in numbers 
in our second year has proved that word is 
spreading and there is room for us. 


Q" makes you different to other funeral directors? 


We try to be different, with unique touches 

like our black car-flags, stone keepsakes and 
transparent pricing structure, so clients are only 
charged for options and services they request. 

If a family want to carry the coffin, I will not 
charge them for bearers. With this in place, I 
can provide a dignified but low-cost service and 
certainly the best value in the area. 

Also, we have concentrated on eco-friendly 
options and are the only funeral service in this 
area using the ‘coffin cover’ — a cardboard cof- 
fin which slides into a traditional oak casket. 


Q" is the best thing about your job? 


Job satisfaction, and I am proud of the large 
folder of thank-you letters and cards I have 
received in my 17 years in the service. 
Helping someone throughout the process of a 
death and them acknowledging that help has 
kept me in the profession. It is a uniquely chal- 
lenging and rewarding job at the same time. 


Q" is the most challenging thing about your job? 


I have experience of at least 6,000 

funerals of every age and this amount of 
death and grief does accumulate, whether you 
like it or not. In most cases we are contacted 
and on the scene days before any other minis- 
ter or counselling individuals arrive and so we 
have many hats to wear.

Frustrated sea-anglers 
netted by EU red tape 


FISHERMEN have admitted 
defeat in their battle against 
planned EU legislation they claim 
could damage the recreational 
sea-angling industry. 

Kent’s boat charter companies, tackle shops 
and other businesses fear financial ruin if 
they are forced to abide by the same strict 
quotas proposed for commercial fishermen. 

The European Anglers Alliance (EAA) — 
which includes the UK-based Angling Trust — 
has spent months attempting to convince the 
European Commission to delete Article 47 of 
the Common Fisheries Policy, but its appeals 


have fallen on deaf ears. 
Should the EU’s Council of Ministers

accept the policy later this year without 
acknowledging the alliance’s concerns, then 
sea-anglers throughout Europe may find 
themselves having to count and record every- 
thing they catch. 

Those figures would then become part of 
the UK’s fishing quota allowance. 

Angling Trust campaigner Leon Roskilly, 
from Rainham, said: “There are people in 
some countries who use large nets to catch 
fish, and we had hoped to get the commission 
to recognise the difference between that and 
recreational angling and bring in a more 
appropriate regulation. 

“Unfortunately, we've failed. It’s very frus- 


trating because there are no great problems 
that need to be addressed with recreational 
sea-angling. 

“We've just been scooped up in it all. The com- 
mission doesn’t have the information or the 
data down to the level it needs to understand 
the vast differences in the fishing sectors.” 

Due to its failure to get Article 47 amended, 
the EAA has lodged an official objection and 
called for the Council of Ministers to delete it 
entirely. 

Among the reasons given are that control- 
ling recreational fisheries is not justified by 
any factual evidence and that member states 
are not able to control tens of thousands of 
boats and millions of anglers. A decision 
could be made as early as next month, with 
the new policy introduced on January 1.

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How officer helped young 


anmed robber 


As part of our behind-the-scenes look at the work of 
Kent Police, Jane Barlow speaks with former violent 
criminal Bobby Cummines, who has turned his life 
around. He talks about the positive work of our 
police force and how his own life has changed... 


HAVING spent his teenage years 
in a young offenders’ institution 
and 13 years in an adult prison you 
might not expect Bobby Cummines 


to be an advocate of the police. 

He was the youngest person in Britain to be 
convicted for possession of a sawn-off shotgun, 
he was locked up for a series of armed rob- 
beries and at one point was described by the 
national media as the country’s most danger- 
ous prisoner after taking a governor hostage. 

But a supporter of the police he is, after a 
conversation with a police officer resulted in 
him turning his life around. 

Today, Bobby runs a charity for reformed 
offenders in Snodland and is a House of 
Commons advisor on crime and prisons. He 
has been invited to a Buckingham Palace gar- 
den party and was at 10 Downing Street with 
the Open University, with whom he studied 
during his sentence, as it celebrated its 40th 
anniversary. 

Bobby said: “The officer who arrested me for 
the robberies said that I had a good brain and 
why didn’t I use it for business instead of 
crime. The judge had said a similar thing and 
I thought about it through my sentence. 

“I was in solitary confinement a lot of the 
time, so I read.” 

Bobby studied psychology, sociology, econom- 
ics, politics and housing, and went on to get a 
degree. He got a job with a housing association

and became a volunteer with the 
probation service. He married a prison 
librarian and a few years later had a 
daughter. 

But getting his first job, with a criminal 
record in tow, was not easy — which is why he 
helped set up the charity Unlock. 

He also teams up with Kent Police and 
youth workers to run sessions for youngsters 
to urge them not to get involved with crime. 

Kent Police officer PC Paul Richardson, a 
safer school partnership co-ordinator in 
Maidstone, said: “Bobby has helped with a 
course for children who were thought likely to 
become involved in crime. He talks about the 
damage a criminal record can have later in 


life. Preventing youngsters getting involved in 
trouble is beneficial to the whole community.” 

Bobby said: “I heard about police in Kent 
organising discos to get children off the streets 
and I thought if they can do something, so can 
I. But I didn’t know anything about kids.” 

However, it didn’t take long for him to get 
the hang of it and he is thrilled when teachers 
tell him that months after one of his talks 
pupils are still quoting his catch phrases — 
‘mugs take drugs’ and ‘fools carry tools’. 
Bobby also has regular involvement with his 

». two community police officers in 

Snodland. 
He said: “They come to me 
and say they have a kid 
who is going off the rails 
and have I got any 
ideas. The officers are 
part of the communi- 
ty. They get involved 
and they care. They 
find problems and 
they find solutions. 

“Here in Kent we 
have a police force we 
can be proud of. But peo- 
ple need to remember 
that crime isn’t a police 
problem, or a prison problem — 

it is a problem for society and to 
reduce it we need to work together.” 

Bobby is full of praise for Kent Police. 

He said: “They are pro-active in preventing 
crime. They get involved before there is a prob- 
lem, rather than picking up the pieces. 

‘Tm all for their neighbourhood policing. 
Community officers show people that they are 
human and approachable. When people see 
officers out and about on the streets it takes 
away the fear of crime.”

How come Kent Police cannot afford its own helicopter 
and we always have to use the Essex force's one? 

James Parnell, Westgate-on-Sea. 
In the past we have relied on a policy of assistance from 
other forces when we have needed to use a helicopter, but 
increasing costs and reduced availability meant we had to 
examine a new way of providing air support. 

To run our own service would cost at least £8 million to 
set up, and take two years before it was fully implemented. 
Working with Essex meant we could do this immediately 
and without having to put in a big initial investment. It has 
meant the use of the helicopter in Kent has increased by 700 
per cent compared to the previous arrangement. 


How many murders in the last ten years in Kent remain 
unsolved?

More than 93 per cent of murders that occurred in Kent in 
the past ten years have been solved. There are currently ten 
where, so far, no one has been successfully prosecuted. 


What is Kent Police's child protection policy and what 
lessons have Kent Police learned as a result of the Baby 
P case? 

Celia Wilkinson, Tunbridge Wells 
The key objective of our child protection policy is to safe- 
guard children and investigate child abuse and neglect. 

Lord Lamings report in 2003 into the tragic death of 
Victoria Climbie resulted in a number of significant changes 
in the way in which child abuse is managed. In April 2004 
Kent Police child abuse investigation units were re-struc- 
tured, staffing levels significantly increased and a substantial 
amount of money was invested. Last year Kent Police 
Authority added £750,000 to provide an increased number 
of officers to manage and monitor offenders. 

Child abuse investigation units within Kent Police are ded- 
icated solely to the role of investigating child abuse, and are 
run by highly trained investigators who are specialists in the 
field of identifying offences against children. The force has 
established a public protection unit, which is responsible for 
protecting vulnerable people. We also work closely with key 
partners and other agencies. In many cases it is only when 
information from a range of sources is put together that risk 
to children can be identified and assessed. 

Lord Laming§ latest report, following the death of Baby 
Peter, outlines 58 recommendations across all statutory 
agencies - 13 relate to the police service. In Kent we are in 
a strong position to take forward all the recommendations 
made. This is identified as a key priority.

A NEW body and paint workshop 
has now been opened at South 
Kent College. 


Students can now take their Automotive 
Technician Accreditation (ATA) at the new 
test centre, which is the only one in the South 
East.

FIFA vice-president Jack Warner's attack on England's tournament bid sticks in the craw 


Should this man be allowed to 
savage our World Cup hopes? 


ONE of football’s major annoy- 


ances is at it again. 

No, he’s not a diver or a moaning manager 
and I’m pretty sure he doesn’t have a WAG 
who appears in the tabloid press every day. 

And it’s not Sven. 

Step forward Jack Warner of Trinidad — 
FIFA vice-president and head of the American 
CONCACAF branch of the world game. 

And guess what — he’s having a go at 
England’s bid for the 2018 World Cup. 

Why not wreck the dreams of millions of 
sports fans in the UK, Jack — and those play- 
ers and supporters who would love to experi- 
ence some of the venues they dreamt about 
when getting a passion for the game, such as 
Anfield, Old Trafford and Wembley. 

“Nobody in Europe likes England” he said. 
“England is an irritant,” he said. 

“England invented the sport but has never 
made any impact on world football.” 

Jack — 1966 mean anything to you? 

A couple of years ago, which two teams 


played for the biggest prize in club football? 
Oh yes, Manchester United and Chelsea. 
Where do you think they come from? 

Accusing the bid leadership of being “light- 
weight” and unknown in international football 
circles, he said England was failing to make the 
most of its advantages and falling behind rival 
bids from Spain and Portugal and Russia. 

Luckily, he’s on hand with advice: “I would 
have been more aggressive in the market-place. 
If I had the Premier League, Beckham and the 
Queen, there would have been many things I 
could have done for the people who are voting. 

“IT would have made them next-door neigh- 
bours to make them the first name on people’s 
lips. You have no divine right to anything — you 
have to earn it.” 

And the trouble is, he has some power — he 
has a number of votes for his member nations 
and can cast them how he sees fit. But let’s 
take a look at the man himself and his career. 

The BBC Panorama programme has accused 
him of serious corruption for using his position 


for financial gain. Even FIFA’s auditors Ernst 
and Young, estimated his family made a profit of 
at least £500,000 from reselling 2006 World Cup 
tickets he had ordered. A fine was apparently 
imposed, but only about half has been paid back. 

When Trinidad and Tobago played a match 
against Scotland, he didn’t think the islands’ FA 
should have the appearance cheque made out to 
them. He said it should be made out to him. 
Luckily, the canny Scots saw through this and 
refused, but the cheek of it is astonishing. 

Then there is the issue of non-payment of 
correct bonuses to his national team players, 
an issue on which former West Ham goal- 
keeper Shaka Hislop — then president of the 
islands’ players association — called him 
“heavily biased and opinionated”. 

I could go on — but I won’t. 

I think you get my point.

MASTERCHEF: 
THE PROFESSIONALS

BEING a professional chef is the one 
job in the world at which I know I 
would completely fail. 

Not only because my cooking 
repertoire consists solely of macaroni 
cheese, but the thought of effing and 
blinding my way around a hot, sweaty 
kitchen with knives and other life- 
threatening equipment floating about 
fills me with dread. That was until I 
saw Masterchef: The Professionals. 

T now think perhaps I wouldn't be 
too bad after watching some of these 
hapless ‘chefs’ shake — yes, really — 
their way around a kitchen. 

In some cases, the contestants have 
undercooked their food. Even I know 
that one way to avoid spending a day 
on the toilet or, worse, killing yourself 
is to cook a bird properly. 

The formula for the show is the 
same as it’s always been — contestants 
cooking, judges sampling and someone 
crying while they hurl their chef hat to 
the floor as they're eliminated from 
the competition. 

Just watching nervous chefs trying 
to gut a fish under the icy glare of 


Michel Roux Junior’s senior sous-chef 
Monica Galetti makes me squirm, 
even from the safety of my sofa. 

Her scary facial expressions that 
cause even the better of the chefs to 
shake with nerves make co-judge 
Greg Wallace seem like a teddy bear. 

He’s the harmless judge the chefs 
are counting on not to shatter their 
dreams of owning their own 
restaurant, winning it for their mum, 
or whatever unoriginal statement they 
come out with while sautéing potatoes 
or pureeing peas. 

After the skills and taste test in the 
first round, one ‘professional’ is sent 
packing and the others move on to the 
versatility test. 

The chefs then have 50 minutes to 
create two dishes from random 
ingredients. This is when viewers will 
see chefs from all walks of life trying 
to ‘refine’ their food in the hope they 
will overnight become a Michelin- 
starred success. If I had a pound for 
every time a contestant said ‘refine’, 
well, you know the rest... 

The final challenge is the classic 
recipe test, which does exactly what is 
says on the tin — as long as the chefs 
follow the instructions. 

The show is addictive and for any 
budding chefs out there, if some of 
those contestants can manage it, I’m 
sure you can.

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ucky break in historic Lucca

AT Podere Consani, a small group 
of traditional farmhouses on a 
plateau in the Tuscan hills, there’s 
never a doubt youve getting away 
from it all. 


You reach the estate via a narrow lane that 
zigzags its way up wooded hills before petering 
out into a bumpy dirt track. 

This tranquil haven is a million miles from 
crowded airports where only hours before we 
had queued and jostled. 

But the beautiful medieval city of Lucca is 
only 20 minutes away by car and a little fur- 
ther, in the opposite direction, lie the coastal 
resorts of the Tuscan Riviera. 

Podere Consani is more than just a holiday 
retreat — it’s an active equestrian centre, a 
wine-making business and grows loads of its 
own provisions. 

Running the whole enterprise is Susan 
Beeby, who comes from a farming family in 
Nottingham and trained as a teacher in 
London and Leicester before taking a job with 
an English family in a beautiful villa near 
Lucca. 

Susan married a local geometra (mixture of 
an architect and surveyor) who specialises in 
restoring old buildings and they eventually 
bought Podere Consani, slowly creating the 
scenic estate it is today. 

Susan led my wife and I to La Capanna, one 
of two rustic holiday homes next to the family 
home in the main farmhouse. 

La Capanna, a converted barn with plenty of 
beams and terracotta tiles, sleeps four in two 
double bedrooms and is set on two levels. 

It would be incredibly easy to pull out the 
sunbeds, uncork the wine and not leave tran-

quil Podere Consani for a week, but there are 
sights to be seen, places to explore. 

We slipped into a routine that involved 
exploring the area and stocking up in the excel- 
lent supermarket, while ensuring plenty of rest 
and relaxation beside the pool and strolling 
through the olive groves of Podere Consani. 

A day out in historic Lucca is de rigeur for 
any visitors to this north-western quarter of 
Tuscany. 

Lucca was originally a Roman military camp 
and little has changed since the Middle Ages 
when a network of narrow alleys and squares 
was constructed. 

The city of 85,000 inhabitants boasts some of 
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the best preserved Renaissance defences in 
Europe. 

In baking sunshine we walked through a 
gate in the imposing walls to find ourselves in 
a labyrinth of little streets, mainly given over 
to pedestrians and cyclists, which are worthy 
of some serious exploration. 

While visitors are welcomed, Lucca is thank- 
fully not spoiled by tourism. 

In the other direction a ten-mile strip of 
beachside resorts, from Viareggio to Forte dei 
Marmi, is about 30 minutes by car from 
Podere Consani. With acres of golden sand 
overlooked by mountains, it’s an ideal play- 
ground for children.

Viareggio is one of the most popular seaside 
resorts in Italy. The long broad beach has some 
public areas, but many sections are reserved 
for the residents of the seafront hotels. 

In fashionable Forte dei Marmi, the seafront 
is packed with beach clubs, which offer access 
to the beach at a price, and a mini-city of 
sunbeds and parasols stretches as far as the 
eye can see. 

We paid 15 euros for a few hours on sunbeds, 
and another 40-odd for a surprisingly good 
lunch of salad, seafood spaghetti, and wine. 

Driving back to Podere Consani, we stopped 
for dinner. The exterior of Valentino in the 
hamlet of Fiano, was inauspicious to say the 
least and we almost turned away. 

Tm glad we didn’t because this turned out to 
be the culinary highlight of the holiday. 

We were served interesting antipasti fol- 
lowed by succulent homemade ravioli with 
butter and sage, and a selection of the best ice 
cream I have ever enjoyed. 

Including wine, it cost just 16 euros a head.

A RECENT survey claims the 
majority of consumers are satisfied 
with the delivery of their Home

The Ipsos MORI survey, commissioned by 
the Association of Home Information Pack 
Providers revealed that six out of seven of 
those surveyed say the need to obtain a HIP 
did not influence their decision about whether 
or not to sell their home.

On top of this and a recent facelift, you also 
get an impressive VW Golf-derived mix of taut 
handling with decent ride. However, if you 
take the L&K luxury route, you have less 
choice of powertrain: there is a turbocharged 
160bhp 1.8-litre petrol engine as tested here or 
a 140bhp 2.0-litre diesel. 

It is a tough call. The petrol engine is an 
excellent all-rounder, with good pulling power 
across a wide rev range and a 0-62mph time of 
less than eight seconds, yet sensible driving 
should mean an average of around 40mpg. 

The diesel also has plenty of punch and will 
do the sprint in 9.6 seconds while averaging at 
least 10mpg better.

Normally a fan of this piece of VW kit with 
its seamless auto mode and tidy manual selec- 
tion, it does not partner the 1.8 Turbo so well, 
leading to some untidiness when pulling away 
on loose or wet surfaces.
